As has been prevloiisly reported, WILLIAM

information regarding his visits with JULIUS ROSENBERG. 
This interview was conducted by United States Attorney 
IRVING H. SAYPOL, Confidential Assistant to the United 
States Attorney ROY M. COHN, Assistant United States 
Attorneys KYLES J. LANE, JAMES B. KILSIiEIMER, and 
Special Agents JOHN A. HARRINGTON and VJI^IAH P. HORTON, 
JR., In the presence of DANZIGER 'S attorney, MORRIS 
EHRLICH. 


DANZIGER, dviring this interview, -bur- 
nished the ad^tional information that in Kay, 1950 
he told MOHTON^OBELL that he had some machine work that 
had to be done in connection with his business, the 
Academy Electrical Products Corooration, SOBELL 
told DANZIGER that ROSENBERG, throu^ the Pitt Machine 
Products Coo^jany, Incorporated, did subcontracting 
— “--work." DANZIGER stated he went to the Pitt Machine 

Products Con 5 >any, Incorporated, to contact ROSENBERG 
regarding this subcontracting work. However, ROSENBERG 
was not there. DANZIGETc was advised at the Pitt 
Machine Products Company, Incorporated, that ROSENBERG 
could be reached at a stamping machine company.

GREENGLASS, after examining 
the photograph of DANZIGER closely, stated that he 
could not identify DANZIGER'S plctiire and he could 
furnish no information regarding any visits DANZIGER 
may have had with JULIUS ROSENBERG.

Be advised that in Octobor, 1933 
he went from New York City to Washington, D.C. where

but he vaguely remembered that most of the topics 
concerned the war and the causes of the war. 


HILLMAN had the feeling, which feeling 
was also shared by his wife, that the DANZIGERS were 
trying to convince him of their Justification of 
their Communist viewpoints. filLLMilN could not recall 
whether any other person was present at these visits.

He stated that -they both, 
after graduating from CCNY, went to Washington, D,C;

MAN, EDDY HILLMAN, and an individual named SIDNEY 
HERSH or HERSCH. 


WILLLVK D/iNZIGER also furnished information

DANZIGER stated in the Pall of 1938, 
just be for e ho wont to Washington, D.C., he marriad 
SYLVLl EHRLICH. In Washington, D.C. they moved In 
with a group of CCNY graduates who were bachelors 
and all resided at 1316 Dclafield Place, Washington, 

D.C. DANZIGER recalled that some nf .^e other mombors ..u 
of this group wore SIDNEY HERSCH (PH), KiX ELITCHER, 

EDDY HILLMAN and MORTON S03ELL.

SIDNEY HERSH was interviewed in Sopteniber, 
1950 at the Bureau of Ordn.ance, Navy Department, by

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EERSH advised that ho has boon eciployed 
at the Btircau of Ordnance since approxlicatoly October^ 
1936 / at~whtch~tiTOe~lre'first came to Washington. He 
vas acquainted with ELITCEZR only casually on the 
campvis at CCNY and lator, when they met at the Bureau 
of Ordnance, he recognized 3LITCKER tut thoy never 
becamo closely associated to any oxtunt; their only 
contact being throu^ mutual interests in. the United 
Public Workers of .America union. 

Hr. HERSH stated that at no time had^c .. 
ever resided with ELITCHER at Dclaflcld Placo in 
Washington, or, as a matter of fact, anyvihere else. 

The only occasion he ever visited ELITClliSR'S residence 
was when he, a union steward, dropped in at ELITCHER 'S 
apartment on Dolawore Avenue for a few minutes in 
connection with union business. The families of 
ELITCHER and EERSH did not visit although they did 
meet iq^on occasion at union social fiinctlons. . 

According to HERSH, ho had no knowledge 
of any Comnunist affiliations or inclinations on the 
part of ELITCHER nor did he at any time have any 
indication that ELITCHER mi^t be Involved in az^ 
espionage activity.

It is noted that Chief Assistant Xhiited 
States Attorney MYLES J. LAHE, Southern District of 
New I'erk, in October, 1950 stated that he would not 
seek a pcrjxiry indictraent against DANZIGER at that 
time in view of the fact that he intended to use 
DANZIGER as a Government witness in the espionage 
trial of MORTON SOBELL and JULIUS ROSENBERG.
